Although the express mailing labels and the 
certificate of mailings all clearly identified the mailing 
date of this patent application as October 30 , 2001, the 
Patent Office Filing Receipt (Exhibit 4) which was mailed 
January 11, 2002 and received January 15, 2002 listed the 
filing date as 11/30/01. It is submitted that the filing 
date on the Patent Office Filing Receipt is a typographical 
error resulting from a member of the Patent Office staff 
accidentally double striking the one (1) when entering the 
month portion of the date. It will be noted that the day 
and year portion of the date are accurate. 

Because the error in the filing date is a result 
of the Patent Office mistake, it is submitted that no fee is 
due . 

In the alternative, the Applicant's petition to 
have the above-identified patent application accorded the 
"Date-In" of October 30, 2001 shown on express mail label 
EL852764951US. It is contended that the date of 11/30/01 
accorded as the filing date of this application by the PTO 
is not correct.

MULTI-STAGE HELICAL SCREW ROTOR 

This application is a continuation-in-part of 
U.S. Application Serial No. 09/691,009, filed 
October 18, 2001, now abandoned. 

Background of the Invention 
5 The present invention relates to the vacuum pump 

arts. It finds particular application in a helical screw 
rotor vacuum pump. 

Screw vacuum pumps include two pairs of helical 
rotors attached to shafts which are driven at high speed 

10 by an electric motor positioned below the shafts. The 
rotors have a plurality of teeth on their edge or arrayed 
on one or both of their faces and, in use, the teeth 
rotate within a pumping chamber and urge molecules of gas 
being pumped through the pumping chamber. 

15 A gearbox is usually positioned at the driven 

end of each shaft. The gearbox contains the shaft ends, 
bearings within which the shaft rotates, any timing gears 
and the motor positioned about the driven shaft. 

Oils and/or greases associated with lubrication 

20 of the gearbox need to be contained and isolated within 
the gearbox. This is to ensure cleanliness and prevent 
non- contamination of the gases being pumped in the pumping 
chamber and to avoid the possibility of transfer of such 
contamination back into the enclosure being evacuated.
